WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—Champion- 
” mg the policy of.the Administration to- 
ward the Philippine Islands and ac- 
cepting the gauntlet thrown down by 
Republican leaders who apparently con- 
template making it a political issue, 
Idndley M. Garrison, Secretary of War, 
late this afternoon issued a rejoinder 
te the recent statement of ex-President 
Taft on the subject. Secretary Gar- 
rison stands by his previous statement. 

“What I said concerning Mr. Taft," 
he declares, ‘‘ was absolutely just, was 
leas vehement than the circumstances 
warranted, and I measured every word 
of it.” 

Mr. Garrison asserts that the impres- 
sion sought to be conveyed by Mr. 
Taft, in ‘‘ his wholesale denunciation of 
the policy of the present Administration 
fm the Philippine Islands,’”’ is that the 
civil service has been disregarded, com- 
petency eliminated, partisanship ‘in- 
jected, and general demoralization pro- 
duced. 

‘This sweeping denunciation,” says 
Mr. Garrison, ‘‘is, I presume, in Mr. 
Taft's eyes, a model of just, and tem- 
perate criticism.’’ 

The statement issued by Secretary 
Garrison, after responding in detail to 
the. spacifie allegations made by Mr, 
Taft..concludes with the assertion that 
“a review of all of Mr. Taft’s charges, 
inéinuations, and iniplications, objed- 
tions and complaints reveals that they 
were unjust, that they were unfounded, 
that they were made recklessly, because 
thé records were at his disposal and he 
could have ascertained the facts had 
he desired to do so; and that, if they 
were not made for a partisan purpose, 


mo conceivable purpose can be ascribed 
to him in making them. 
Says It Is Taft Who Is Unjust. 

Mr. Garrison’s statement was as fol- 
lows: _ 

I have read Mr. Taft’s statement. I 
observe his admission that the witness 
whose statements he unqualifiedly in- 
, dorsed is “‘ discredited '’ and is left in 
an “equivocal and indefensible posi- 
tion.”” Mr. Taft not only fails to admit 
the equivocal and indefensible position 
in which this leaves him—the indorser— 
but assumes a tone of injured innocence, 
and complains that my criticism of him 
was unjust, vehement, and unmeasured. 

This complaint could be properly dis- 
missed by pointing out that it comes 
from one who, upon the ‘occasfon in 
question, indicted the entire Philip- 
pine policy of President Wilson as 
“blind and foolish.’’ Such unjust, ve- 
hement, and unmeasure@ language on 
the part of Mr. Taft would have jus- 
tified a response of like quality. Such, 
however, was not the case. What I 
said concerning Mr. Taft was absolute- 
ly just, was less vehement than the 
circumstances warranted, and I meas- 
ured every word of it. . 

Mr., Taft disclaims partisanship in one 
breath, and in the next breath ex- 
Presses. ‘‘ hope for a Republican Ad- 
ministration to reverse the present pol- 
fey." He seeks to convey the impres- 
gion that he is viewing the whole mat- 
ter in a detached spirit of patriotic in- 
terest in this country and in the Philip- 
pine Islands, and yet we find him re- 
ferring to what he says was the dec- 

*laration of Govqrnor General Harrison 
*{m the “ press in Honolulu that he took 
@ sardonic pleasure in turning out Re- 
publicans.’” When this slander was 
first circulated it was called'to the at- 
’ tention of Governor General Harrison 

“and he denied that he ever used any 

- guch language or any language convey- 
“{mg any such meaning. 


Consultation With Americans. 


In the same detached and lofty spirit 
Mr. Taft says that Mr. Harrison “ gave 
it out that he did not care for Ameri- 
can advice and only wished to confer 
with Filipinos.’’ I do not believe that 
Mr. Harrison ever made any such state- 
ment; I do not believe that Mr. Taft 
has any authoritative basis for stating 
that Mr. Harrison ever gave out any 
such statement. Certainly there is no 
warrant in Mr> Harrison’s conduct for 
believing that he ever said anything of 
that kind. In his communications with 
this department, at times when he was 
contemplating appointments and other 
Governmental action in the Philippine 
Islands, he not only stated that he had 
consulted with Americans, but inciden- 
tally refers by name to .various Ameri- 
cans that he had consulted.

POISONED PEN TRACED 
TO 3 INSANE WOMEN 


Letters to Girls About to be Mar- 
ried Written in Or Near 
Middletown Asylum. 


Federal Post Office Inspectors who 
have-been investigating the recent flood 
of poison pen letters written to young 
women about to be married in and 
about New York have narrowed down 
their hunt to the neighborhood of the 
Middletown State Hospital. for the In- 
sane. It is now believed that. three 
women are concerned in the writing of 
the letters, two of them inmates of the 
| hospital, and one an insane woman con- 
fined in her home near Middletown. 

Of the two hospital inmates under ‘sus- 
Picion, one acquired considerable noto- 





Roosevelt and others. The other became 
well known as a claimant of a large es- 
tate. The third oman has been con- 
fined in a sanitarium near Middletown, 
but is now #* her home. 

It is thought that there are perhaps 
|other persons in the plot, for in addition 
to the letters mailed in or near Middle- 
tcwn, others have now been brought to 
the attention of the authorities which 
were mailed on Long Island, and in the 
Grand Ceatral Terminal. 

It is believed that possibly the writers 
may have confederates who visit the 
hospital and take the letters away. 
The belief that outsiders are in the 
plot is strengthened by the fact that 
some of the letters were written on the 
stationery of two leading New York 
hotels. 

Four more letters, all written to girls 
about to be married, were given yester- 
day by fiancés or relatives to William 
J. Kinsley, the handwriting expert who 
has been-working on the case. This 
makes twenty-eight letters in the hands 
of Mr. Kinsley and Assistant United 
States District Attorney E.: W. Mc- 
Donald. ‘ 

Mr. Kingsley said yesterday that only 
one of the twenty-eight letters had been 
addressed to a married woman. Ap- 
parently the author, who is believed to 
have selected her victims from the so- 
ciety. columns of newspapers, became 


confused and mixed up the account of 
a marriage with an engagement an- 
nouncement. It is the belief that the 
woman living outside the hospital kept 
track of engagements in the papers.

GERMANY BUILDING 
GIGANTIC BIPLANES 


Type Steered from Bridge, Like 
a Ship, Marks Revolution in 
Aircraft Production. 


LONDON, Dec. 1.—A German battle- 

plane, steered from the bridge like a 
'steamship, was described by Baron 
|Cederstrom, ‘director of the Swedisn 
‘Government aeroplane factory at Soe- 
dertelge, who has been visiting avia- 
{tion centres in Germany, a Reuter dis- 
patch from Copenhagen says. 

Baron Cederstrom said that the entire 
‘German aeroplane production is under- 
‘going complete revolution, the change 
being made from light to heavy ma- 
‘chines, the latter capable of carrying 
immense loads, including guns,  wire- 
.less apparatus, petrol bombs, and sig- 
‘naling devices. . 

' Describing one such machine on which 


he made a trip, the Baron said it was‘a 
giant battle-biplane of improved. de- 
signs and enormous dimensions, nearly 
three times the size of the ordinary 
albatross type, with immense lifting 
power, great stability, and notable 
speed, and carrying an unprecedentea 
weight of armor, artillery, petrol, and 
provisions with: a very large crew. 


MENACE BELGIAN BANKS 
WITH CONFISCATION 


Germans Require Immediate Guar- 
antee of Payment of $120,- 
000,000 War Levy. 


AMSTERDAM, Dec. 1, (Via London.)— 
When the year covered by the original 
war levy on Belgium expired last month 
it was reported here that the German 
administration would continue to. col- 
lect at the rate of -40,000,000 francs 
monthly without stating the total sum 
desired or the period of its collection. 

Later, according to prominent Bel- 
gians who recently left. their country, 
the German authorities announced that 
they would require the sum: of .480,000- 
000 francs, ($120,000,000) collectible as 
previously in monthly sums. of -40,000,- 
000 francs each, but that security for 


the sum total was to be provided im- 
mediately. Unless such securities were 
voluntarity produced, the Belgian 
travelers reported, private banking and 
safe deposit accounts were to be seized 
_by the German administrators as col- 
lateral for the levy.

DELAY IN SAILING EXPECTED 


Voyagers Probably Can't Put In 
Applications in Time for 
Saturday Departure.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—The passpurt 
problem is likely to prove a stumbling 
block for many members of the Henry 
Ford peace expedition, according to the 
outlook in Washington tonight. Only 
a few of those contemplating making 
the trip have filed applications for pass- 
ports, and since all passports must be 
obtained by individual application to the 
State Department, either personally or 


‘in writing, it does not appear tonight 


that it will be possible for the dele- 
gates to obtain passports in time to sail 
on the Oscar II. at 2. o’clock Saturday 
afternoon. Some of the applications al- 
ready received by the State Department 
have been held up because they are in- 
complete, and it is just this sort of 
technicality that may interfere with 
passports being provided for other mem- 
bers of the party. 

Passports for members of the Ford ex- 
petition will be issued only for those who 


inten@ to visit neutral countries. It 
was decided at the State Department 
late this afternoon that passports would 
not be issued for members of the peace 
party to enter belligerent countries. As 
aliens cannot enter any of the bellig- 
erent nations of Burope’ without pass- 


ports, members of. the: Ford party will 


not be able-to. go. to. Germany, France, 


Italy, Russia, Bogland, er) any of the:

It is now the fixed policy of the State 
Department not to issue passports to 
any persons to go to a belligerent coun- 
try unless: the object of the traveler ts 
one of immediate necessity. The mis- 
sion of the Ford party is not considered 
one that necessitates the pilgrims vis- 
iting any of the belligerent countries. 
The peace convention which the Ford 
delegates are to attend will be held at 
The Hague, in Holland, and the position 
of the State Department is. that it is 
not necessary to have a passport to 
England, Germany, or France in order 
to go to The Hague. 

If the members of the Ford party wish 
to visit belligerent countries they must 
show that they have received invitations 
from the belligerent countries. The first 
scheduled stop of the Oscar II. will be 
Kirkwall, in the Orkney Islands, off the 
coast of Scotland. For this reason some 
of the applications received included 
England as one of the countries’ for 
which they wished passports issued. 
Such applications will have to be amend- 
ed to show that only neutral countries 
are to be visited. Without passports 
good for travel in the British Isles the 
Ford voyagers will not be able to land 
at Kirkwall. 

Passports will, be issued to n Ss 
of the Ford party who are native-born 
American citizens, or who are natural- 
ized American citizens, ‘‘for neutral 
countries only,’’ but will not be issued 
to aliens who have not been naturalized, 
or whose final naturalization papers 
have not been issued. The Washington 
agent of the Ford mission was in touch 
with the State Department this after- 
noon, and found that some of the ap- 
plications had been held up on what 
he described as ‘‘ technicalities.’’ Late 
tonight the agent called on the New 
York headquarters of the Ford project 
for a list of every scheduled member of 
the party, and asked that telegraphic 
instructions be sent to each of these 
persons as to how to proceed in obtain- 
ing passports. 

Rules for Applicants. 

Each member of the party must apply 
to the clerk of the Federal Court for an 

plication blank. The blank must name 

e country the epplicant intends to 
visit, and state his object. An oath of 
allegiance to the United States attached 
to the passport must be signed and the 
oath and application must be sworn to 
before the clerk of the court. The appli- 
cation must then be mailed to the De- 
partment of State, Bureau of Citizen- 
ship, Washington, accompanied by $1, 
and must also be accompanied by dupli- 
cate unmounted photographs of the ap- 
plicant, not larger than three inches in 
size, one of which is to be affixed to 
the passport when issued. The photo- 
graphs must be on thin paper and should 
have a light background. The one not 
attached should be signed by the appli- 
cant across its face so as not to obscure 
the features. One of these photographs 
will be attached to the passport, and the 
other must be attached to the application 
blank. 

The application must also be accom- 
panied by an affidavit from at least 
one credible witness that the applicant 
is the person he represents himself to 
be, and that the facts stated in the ap- 
plication are true. The applicant or his 
witness must be known to the Clerk of 
the Court before whom the application 
is executed, or he must be able'to sat- 
isfy such officer as to his identity 
and the good faith of the application. 
All passports will expire six months 
from date of issuance.

Plot to Get Bombs on Munitions Ships 
By Using Russian Envoy’s Wife as Dupe

PROVIDENCE, R. I., Dec. 1.—The 
Providence Journal will say tomorrow: 

“Two startling developments in the 
case of C. C. Crowley, arrested last week 
for illegal complicity in explosions. on 
| the Pacific Coast, were laid before the 
| Department of Justice in Wasiington 
by The Providence Journal yesterday. 
One of these concerns the Ger- 
man Consul Genera. at San Francisco, 
F. Bopp, who, The Journal asserts, has 
received within the last two months 
nearly $400,000 for work in connection 
with the destruction of wharves, ships, 
and munition plants in San Francisco, 
Tacoma, and Seattle. 

“ The other phase of the case appears 
in a letter presented by The Journal to 
the Department of Justice, signed by 
Crowley, and sent by him to Mme. 
Bakhmeteff, wife of the Russian Am- 
bassador in Washington. This com- 
munication, which was received by Mme. 
Bakhmeteff on Sept. 15 last, was a di- 
rect attempt to obtain credentials from 
the Russian Embassy and from the Red 
Cross for the shipment of cases of dried 
fruit on steamers trading between Ta- 
coma and Vladivostok, which cases, it 
is alleged, were reaily meant to contain 
explosive bombs wired to quantities of 
dy naniite. 

“Crowley, representing himself as an 
agent for several fruit growers in Cali- 
fornia, declared to Mme. Bakhmeteff 
that they had decided to present, free 
of charge, paying all shipping charges, 
several tons of dried fruit to the Rus- 
sian Red Cross and.asked for some 
recognition from her ift connection with 
these shipments in order to facilitate 
their being received without question by 
the agents of the Blue Funnel Line, 
the ships of whi¢h company are carry- 
ing large quantities of munitions of 
war from this country to Vladivostok. 

“‘ The wife of the Russian Ambassador, 
who is a prominent member of the Rus- 
sian Red Cross organization, detecting 
the possibilties for mischief in respond- 
ing in any way to a request of this 
kind, did not atknowledge the letter. 
The communication in full follows: 

‘‘San Francisco, Sept. 8, 1915. 

“Mme. J. Bakhmeteff, Imperial Rus- 

sian Embassy, Newport, R. I. 

‘Dear Madum: By direction of the 

Imperial Russian Consul General of 

San Francisco, I beg to submit the 

following on behalf of several fruit- 


growers of the State of California, 
As it is the wish of certain growers 
to contribute several tons of dried 
fruits to the Russian Red Cross cause, 
they desire to have arrangements 
made to facilitate the transportation 
of this fruit from Tacoma, Wash., to 
Viadivostok, and, as-we are advised 
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that steamships are regularly plying 
between Tacoma 
upon which Government supplies are 
shipped, we would like to have ar- 
rangements made that these fruits, as 
they might arrive, would be regularly 
consigned to these steamers and for- 
warded. It would be necessary, there- 
fore, that an understanding be haa 
with the agents of these steamship 
lines at Tacoma that immediate ship- 
ments be made via whatever steam- 
ers that might be sailing. 

“It is the desire of the donors that 
there be. no delay. in the shipments, as 
delays would lessen the benefits in- 
tended to those for whom the fruit 
wag provided. .We are advised that 
the Blue Funnel Line is making trips 
regulariy, and no doubt such arrange- 
ments could be made with this steam- 
ship company. We have a represent- 
ative at Tacoma who can be in touch 
with the agents and facilitate matters.

Public Service Commission for the Sec- 
ond District a revised schedulé of pas- 


dsenger rates in New York, embodying 


an incréase of from 6 to 15 per cent. in 
fares between most of the centres of 
population in the State. . Unless Fed- 
éral ot State authorities intervene, the 
new schedule will become effective: on 
Jan. 1; 1916, the rates being filed yes- 
terday; thirty days in advance of their 
operated, as required by law. Copies 
of the new schedule were also sent to 
all passenger agents of the line in New 
¥ork. . . 

The new schedule creates a forty-mile 
zone about New York City in which 
commutation rates will not be disturbed. 
This zone reaches to Peekskill on the 
Hudson Division, Jones’s Point on the 
West Shore, Katonah on the Harlem 
Division, and Yorktown Heights on the 
Putnam Division. Straight fare and 
round trip tickets in this zone will be 
subject to the changes of the new 
schedule. 

* There will be no advance in the price 

of mileage, which will remain at two 

cents a mile for 1,000 miles or more. 
Based on 2% Cents a Mile. 

General Passenger Agent L. F. Vos- 
burgh explained yesterday that the new 
‘schedule was based on a flat charge of 
. 2144 cents a mile. He said the rates of the 
New: York Central in New York—the 
change affects only the lines included in 
the old New York Central & Hudson 
; River Railroad—had been anywhere from 
|2 to 3 cents a mile, and quoted fares 
‘which were 2.17, 2.25, 2.5, 2.6, and 3 
cents a mile. He said that the New 
York Central had never standardized 
its rates in the State; that some of 





those in force today had been fixed | 


sixty years ago. He said that while the 
New York Central had voluntarily re- 
i duced certain passenger fares in 1906, 
the cost of operation had forced the 
change which would bring in more rev- 
enue. Although the new schedule was 
based upon a general charge of 2% 
cents a mile, Mr. Vosburgh said the in- 
stances where the fares would be re- 
duced were practically negligible, being 
confined, for the most part, to fares be-

Pastoral Letter Blames Them ‘for 
Need in Germany. 


Charging that the present state of need 
in Germany is being promested by pro- 
ducers and dealers’ in foodstuffs for

FORD DEFIES HIS CRITICS. 


Issues Long Statement Before Leavy- 
ing Detroit for New York.

DETROIT, Mich., Dec. 1.—Henry Ford 
and his local peace crusaders, ready and 
willing to ‘“‘get the boys out of the 
trenches by Christmas,’’ departed to- 
night for New York on a private cal 
attached to the Wolverine Express.

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LORDS CLASH OVER 
RIGHTS OF NEUTRALS 


Earl of Portsmouth, Favoring 
Ancient Sea Laws, Draws Fire 
of Lansdowne and Bryce. 


NEW CODE IS. DEFENDED 


| Cabinet Member and ex-Ambassador 


Explain Revision of Lon- 
don Declaration. 


LONDON, Dec. 1.—‘' The Decleration 
‘of London has no international validity 
and adoption of the declaration by an 
Order in Council does not involve the 
creation of an international tribunal,” 
said the Marquis of Lansdowne, Min- 
ister without- fortfolio in the British 
Cabinet, in answer to a series of ques- 
tions put by the Earl of Portsmouth in 
the House of Lords today. ‘‘ We have 
adopted the declaration only with very 
considerable and important modifica- 
tions, and we adopted it only partially 
and for the guidance of our own courts,”’ 
the speaker added. 

The Earl of Portsmouth’s questions 
were submitted with a view to eliciting 
the exact position of Great Britain with 
regard to the Declaration of London 
and to setting at rest or gonfirming the 
reports that Lord Reading had made 
an arrangement with the United States 


Governmen for the deference of claims 
to an international tribunal after the 


war. : 

On the latter point the Marquis of 
Landsdowne referred to the communi- 
cation of Sir Edward Grey, the Foreign 
Secretary, on July 31, stating ‘that it 
was open to Washington to claim that 
disputes in regard to the decisions of 
prize courts should be submitted for re- 
view by an international tribunal, and 
remarked that Sir Edward Grey’s ‘state- 
ment only committed Great Britain 
to:a resort to arbitration as a proper 
means ‘for the ar gpa of disputes, 
as provided in the arbitration. treaty 
concluded with the United States last 
year. 

Lord Lansdowne pointed out that Eng- 
land was fighting in co-operation with 
her Allies and that uniformity in the 
conduct of naval warfare was eminently 
desirable. . It was no less desirable, he 
said, that the prize courts of the Allles 
should, have some principle laid down 
for their guidance. The declaration of 
London was the only available summary 
of views held by a: great number of 
people in regard to these questions, and 
therefore adopted with modifica- 


There wére a great many questions, 
said the Minister, which would have to 
be discussed after the war, and freedom 
of the seas might be discussed like the 
others. He ‘a not call to mind any 
statement by Sir Edward Grey, that he 
was prepared to. commit the Govern- 
ment ‘with regard to the question of the 
freedom of the seas. 

As to Sir Edward Grey’s offer of July 
81 to refer disputes to arbitration, Lord 
Lansdowne said:

Lord Lansdowne said with reference 
to the report that Baron Reading, ‘the 
Lord Chief Justice, had discussed ;the 
matter when in the United States: 

“If I am asked whether Lord Read- 
ing in private conversation had discusséd 
these questions with people whom he 
met, I am unable to say, and if I did 
know I should not think 1t my duty to 
inform thé House.” : 

The Order in Council of March 11— 
aimed at preventing commodities of any 
kind from reaching or leaving Germany 
during the war—Lord Lansdowne de- 
clared had greatly strengthened the 
hands of the Government and it was 
impossible to suggest that it had weak- 
ened the country’s position. If the 
Earl of Portsmouth would pay a little 
attention to the reports from all sides 
as to the economical pressure from 
which Germany was suffering, he would 
find, said the Minister, that the opera- 
tions ef the Foreign Office had not 
been so unsuccessful as he supposed. 

He said it was to.be remembered that 
the country had other interests than 
those of a belligerent, and. other people 
had to be thought of. He thought it 
a mistake to treat the question as if 
there were_no neutrals. In common jus- 
tice and order that the country’s 
diplomatic path should not be _ too 
rugged, he said, the country should 
spare no effort to-minimize the hard- 
ships and inconveniences which were in- 
evitably inflicted upon neutrals. 

The Earl of Portsmouth had pre- 
viously asked: ‘If the Declaration of 
London is not in force, why, in Heaven’s 
naine, could we not fall back on the 
old sea laws of our ancestors, which 
gave them victory?’’ and had_ added: 
‘The country wants to get rid of all 
this rubbish—the Declaration of London 
and The Hague Convention. We want 
to sweep away all judicial niceties and 
win this war by placing British inter- 
ests and the interests of our Allies as 
the only interests, first and supreme.”’ 

Lord Lansdowne was followed by Vis- 
count Bryce, the former British Am- 
bassador at Washington, who pointed 
out that England already agreed with 
the United States to submit questions 
such as those raised to aritration,’ and 
it was therefore superfluous to inquire 
whether any recent assurances of this 
nature had been given. 

While England was entitled to press 
to the utmost against the belligerents 
all the rights which international law 


: allowed her, he contended that she could 
‘not ignore the rights of neutrals.

ITALIAN NIGHT ATTACK

Austrians Also Repulse Assaults

ROME, Dec. 1, (via London, Thursday, 
Dec. 2.)—The following official communi- 
cation from Genera] Headquarters was 
issued today:

‘SMILE OF RHEIMS’ 
SAVED BY A PRIEST 


He Found It and Returned It 
to Cathedral—Du Pont’s 
Not Genuine.

LONDON, Thursday, Dec. 2.—A 
telegram to The Daily Chronicle from 
Rheims says: 

‘“‘T am gilad-to be able to state, on the 
joint evidence of my own eyes and the 
word of the cathedral authorities, that 
the beautiful head of a smiling angel, 
universally known as ‘La Sourire de 
Rheims,’ will not form part of an 
American or any other foreign collec- 
tion, but will remain in its own home 
an integral part of the thousands of 
marvels of statuary that decorate the 
greatest Gothic fane in France. 

“If it be true that Mr. Alfred du 
Pont of Wilmington gave several thou- 
sand dollars for a fragment of stone 
bearing this name, he made a very bad 
bargain. When the story of the Ameri- 
can purchase reached France the other 
day it aroused a very natural feeling 
of annoyed surpdise that, amid the In- 
describable trials of the great war, 
such traffic should be possible.

JAPAN FOR PEACE, 


SHIBUSAWA SAYS: 


Baron Hopes His Country and 
America May Effect 
End of-War. 


HONORED. AT-.LOTOS CLUB 


Oriental Financier Pledges Friend- 
ship of Flowery Kingdom 
for United States. 


Some of America’s most prominent men 
attended a dinner at the Lotus Club 


last night to meet Baron Ei-ichi Shi-' 


busawa, regarded as the leading finan- 
cier of Japan, as well as that country’s 
greatest patron of science and art. 


Speaking in his native tongue, the Baron, 


now in his seventy-sixth year, explained 
to the notable gathering through his 
interpreter, M. Zomota, that he came 


voluntarily seeking to strengthen friend- 
ship between Japan and the United 
States and hoping that these two nations 
could help. effect a settlement of the 
European war that would make for last- 
ing peace. When he had finished the 
diners arose, lifted their glasses, and 
shcutéed ‘‘ Banzai!’’ the Japanese hur- 
bps The Baron veamed with apprecia- 
on. 

Impromptu speeches, for the most part 
praising the many and notable achieve- 
ments of Baron Shibusawa, were made 
by John D. Rockefeller, Jr., Judge EB. H. 
Gary, and Bishop Arthur F. Lloyd, of 
Virginia. 

The dinner in the Baron’s honor was 
piven by Dr. Jokichi Takamine, who 
nvited a score of his fellow-country- 
men _to join in giving the famous banker 
of Tokio a hearty welcome. In all, 
there were just fifty-eight guests; and 
pas f were seated about a rectangular 
table on which had been arranged a 
miniature, but very faithful reproduc- 
tion of Japan‘s great mountain, Fuji- 
yama, surrounded by little villages. 

The reproduction was made unusually 
real by the gentrous use of pine and 
cedar trees standing along the banks 
of sparkling streams where goldfish 
swam. There were bridges over the 
little streams and graveled walks be- 
neath the boughs of the small trees. 
The Baron said the sight of Fujiyama 
made him feel at home. 

On the right of Baron Shibusawa sat 
John D. Rockefeller, Jr., next his inter- 
preter, and then Judge Gary. On his left 
were Dr. Takamine, Seth Low, and 
Jacob H. Schiff. Before the dinner he 
engaged them in conversation through 
his interpreter. . 

Dr. Takamine, introducing the Baron 
to his guests, gave a sketch of his life, 
including his. development of financial, 
commercial, industrial, political, social, 
scientific, religious, and other phases of 
the Japanese national life. He said the 
Baron had first won success because he 
was a ‘‘sticker.’’ It was because of 
Baron Shibusawa’s pre-eminence in so 
many activities that Dr. Takamine said 
he ventured to invite America’s ‘ lead- 
ers, thinkers, and doers ”’ to join in wel- 
coming him to this country. He then 
presented Mr. Low, who acted as master 
of ceremonies. 

Mr. Low said he hoped that the two 
nations, Japan, which had set upon its 
banner the rising sun, and America, 
which had placed upon her standard the 
eternal stars, might be bound together 
in growing friendship. 

Following him, ex-Governor J. Frank- 
lin Fort of New Jersey told the gather- 
ing of his visit to Japan in 1911. 

. Nakamure, Japanese Consul Gen- 
eral in New York, said Baron Shibusawa 
&lways stood for business that benefited 
the buyer as well as the seller. He 
added: 

‘‘ Baron Shibusawa has visited Amer- 
ica twice before his present visit, and 


he comes to us now on a mission of | 
peace and good will at a time when} 


three-quarters of the globe is shaken 
by a devastating war. After the war 
we shall look to. the men in Japan 
like our distinguished guest and to the 
great industrial, commercial, and finan- 
cial giants of America, so Nany of 
whom are gathered about this board, 
for the triumphant solution of the ma- 
terial problems of the future. I have 
only to add that I and all of us Japa- 
nese join in praying success of the 
united efforts of these men to extend 
the blessings of peaceful civilization 
and consolidate in one powerful mass 
the trade of America and Japan.’’ 

When the Baron was called upon to 

speak, he said he _ regretted his ig- 
norance of English, but was delighted 
to meet so many distinguished Ameri- 
cans. 
‘“*I do not feel worthy of all that has 
been said.in praise of my life’s works,”’ 
said the Baron through his interpreter, 
“but I am grateful for what has been 
said, particularly of my efforts to bring 
about perpetual friendship between the 
United States and Japan and lasting 
peace among all nations. My desire to 
see the friendship between the two na- 
tions strengthened is increased by con- 
templation of their joint. duties in the 
future to bring the civilizations of the 
East and the West together and to 
harmonize them. 

‘*T hope to see the war that is devas- 
tating urope and other parts of. the 
world ended under a settlement that 
will make a lasting peace. I believe 
that America and Japan can contribute 
most to that settlement. 

Mr. Low presented John D. Rocke- 
feller, Jr.. who said: 

‘‘ My father would have been here had 
he not been out of the city, and I am 
sure he would have been delighted to 
come and welcome Baron Shibusawa, 
whom he met six years ago. Through 
me I am sure he would desire to send 
his | yg and felicitations. 

‘“* As we have heard the many sides of 
this splendid man spoken of tonight, I 
have been deeply impresed with his ver- 
satility,’’ added Mr. Rockefeller, who 
then enumerated the many achievements 
of the Baron. 


‘‘In his coming,’’ continued Mr. Rock-

There had been a great deal of 
talk about war between Japan and the 
United Stetes, but he asserted there 
was nothing so far from the desire of 
the-people of this country. 

“The Japanese have been open and 
fair in all théir relations with us, com- 
mercial and otherwise,” he said. ‘‘ The 
United Stateg would rather have closer 
relations with Japan. . 

‘“‘ As for Baron’ Shibusawa, he typifies 
my idea of a great. man—2 man who con- 
siders the moral features of living first.

NEW GERMAN MOVE 
AGAINST OUR TRADE 


American Chamber of Commerce 
Told of Plans of Teuton 
Manufacturers. 


BERLIN, Dec. 1, (via London.)—The 
annual meeting of the American Cham- 
ber of Commerce in Berlin, held. last 
night, was devoted chiefly to a discus- 


sion of the present trade conditions be- 
tween Germany and the United States. 

David Wolff, President of the Cham- 
ber, who was re-elected, described in his 
annual report the efforts, in a number 
of cases successful, which the associa- 
tion had made to get American-owned 
goods from Germany through the Brit- 
ish blockade. Virtually all the goods 
held in Rotterdam awaiting shipping 
permits, Mr. Wolff said, had now been 
forwarded, and he saw in this fact a 
hope that avenues might soon be re- 
opened for a resumption of- trade. 

Mr. Wolff added that the chamber 
was also working on a second impedi- 
ment to German-American trade, name- 
ly, the imposition of export. duties by 
the German Government on articles for 
the American trade, notably seeds. He 
had obtained some concessions, he said, 
but much remained to be done. 

Leading German business men—as an 
examplé, Dr. Stresemann, a member of 
the Reichstag and Director of the Ger- 
man Industrial League—had promised to 
see the Imperial Chancellor and en- 
deavor to convince the Government of 
the importance of not permitting Ger- 
man products to be crowded out of 
the American marsers, pecticwarty such 
goods as hosiery an gloves, which 
other nations were anxious to supply. 

Mr. Wolff also referred to an anti- 
American movement which, he said, was 
being propagated by certain German 
manufacturers, who were anxious to 
drive American competitive goods out 
of the German market. He reminded 
Germans that trade prosperity was pos- 
|sible only on a reciprocal basis. 

In concluding Mr. Wolff appealed to 
the press and public of Gerinany to 
avoid snap or prejudiced judgments upon 
the development of international rela- 
tions, whieh, he said, would only serve 
to stir up ill-feeling. .He cited as.an ex- 
ample of the common fault the remark 
of one of the great captains of industry 
in Germany at a recent industrial meet- 
ing in sarcastically consigning to the 
waste-paper basket as useless the latest 
American note to Great Britain. 

The association voted to instruct a 
committee of the chamber to select a 
permanent tariff board. 


U-BOATS SINK THREE SHIPS. 


Swedish Vessel Destroyed—Five 
British Seamen Missing. 


LONDON, Dec. 1.—The British steam- 
ship Kingsway has been sunk. Her 
Captain and twenty-one members of the 
crew have been landed. Five others are 
missing. ° 

The sinking ot the Swedish steamship 
Sabrine in the North Sea by a German 
submarine is reported in a dispatch 
from Copenhagen to the Exchange 
Telegraph Company. The crew of the 
Sabrine, which was carrying coal from 
Scotland to Halmstad, Sweden, was 
taken to Emden, 

A dispatch to Reuter’s Telegram Com- 
pany from Malta says: 

‘Iwo lifeboats, containing the full 
crew of the British steamer Malmiche, 
have reached harbor.” 








There are three British steamships 
named Kingsway, of 3,647, 247, and 211 
tons gross, respectively. The first of 
these is the only one whose movements 
recently have been recorded, and pre- 
sumably is the vessel which has been 
sunk. She was 346 feet long, was built 
in Sunderland in 1907, and was owned 
in Bristol. 

Available shipping records do net con- 
tain the steamer Malmiche. ‘There is, 
howeyer, a British steamer Malinche, 
which sailed from Syra, Greece, Nov. 
27 for New York. The Malinche is a 
vessel of 1,868 tons. She is owned by 
J. Guff & Co., Glasgow.

MEN STRANDED. ON ISLAND 


Transatlantic Company Sends 
Prompt Protest to Washington 
—Wagner Calls It Piracy. 


Richard G. Wagner, President of the 
American-Transatlantic Steamship Com- 
pany of 17 Battery Place, received a 
cabled dispatch late yesterday from St. 
Lucia that the British authorities had 
reqalisitioned the steamer Genesee and 
were unloading the 5,600 tons of coal, 
her cargo, that had been shipped in Nor- 
folk consigned to Swift & Co. in Monte- 


video. 

The cablegram, which was sent by 
Peter & Co. of St. Lucia, the United 
States Consular agents on the island, 
also added that Captain Rasmussen and 
his crew of thirty American officers 
and men had been put ashore at St. 
Lucia and had asked for money to bring 
them to New York. 

In an interview last night Mr. Wagner 
said he had declined to send any money 
to Peter & Co. for the crew because in 
the opinion of his counsel it was the 
duty of the United States Government 
to take action in the matter. 

‘“Immediately upon receipt of the dis- 
patch,’’ Mr. Wagner continued, ‘‘ I sent 
a protest by night letter to the State 
Department at Washington which will 
be received in the morning, putting the 
matter clearly before Secretary Lansing. 
I have been informed by counsel tonight 
that taking forcible possession of the 
steamship at St. Lucia and putting the 
crew ashore, as the British have done, 
is an act of piracy. Even if it had been 
legal to hold the ship for prize court 
proceedings, there is nothing to excuse 
the arbitrary and illegal manner in 
which the British have acted. 

‘The créw are all Americans, and 
they must look to the Government now 
to take care of them, as the Genesee 
has been seized and is out of my hands.’’ 

Mr. Wagner said he had not received 
any message from the Captain, as the 
matter was being dealt with by Peter 
& Co., the Consular agents, and he had 
replied to them that he had put the 
whole matter of the requisitioning of 
the steamer and the marooning of the 
crew on a West Indian island up to the 
State Department, 

With regard to the seizure of the 
5,600 tons of coal that was owned by 
Swift & Co. of Chicago, he had sent 
a telegram to the head office there in- 
forming them of what had happened at 
St. Lucia, 


PROTEST GOES TO LONDON. 


State Department Inquires About 
Seizure of Wagner Ships.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—Confirmation 
was forthcoming from the State Départ- 


ment today sem1-officially of the an- 
nouncement in a Washington dispatch 
to THE NEW YORK TIMEs, printed this 
morning, that a cable had been sent to 
Ambassador Page at London, making 
inquiries and protesting against the 
requisitioning of the’ American _steam- 
ships Hocking, Kankakee, and Genesee. 
The State Department acted on unoffi- 
cial information. 

It has no official notification of the 
purpose of the British Government. to 
requisition these vessels or that they 
have been actually requisitioned. The 
protest is contingent upon the informa-~- 
tion being accurate. The position of the 
State Department is understood to be 
that there is no warrant in recognized 
principles of international law for the 
reauisitioning of a neutral ship until 
after prize court proceedings 

At the British Embassy tonight it was 
asserted that the Embassy had no in- 
formation of the interition of the Brit+ 
ish Government to requisition thé 
Hocking, Genesee, and Kankakee. 

The State Department has received 
the transcript of the proceedings of the 
prize court judgment in the case. of the 
steamer Solveig at Marseilles, where 
she was seized by the French naval 
authorities. The Solveig is another of 
the so-called ‘‘ Richard agner ships ”* 
which were recently transferred from 
foreign to American registry. 


HALT ARGENTINE TRAFFIC. 


British Interfere with Sailings in 
South America. 


MONTEVIDEO, Dec. 1.—The American | 


steamer Kankakee, belonging to the 
American Transatlantic Company, was 
captured on Oct. 31 by the British auxil- 
iary cruiser Macéuonia off the mouth of 
the River Plate. ‘The Captain and two 
of the crew were held by the British as 
witnesses in any future proceedings. 
Eleven of the crew of the steamer vol- 
unteered for further service and re- 
mained on board, while sixteen .others 
have been landed here in the care of 
the American Consul. 

The reason for the capture of the Kan- 
kakee was the assertion that she was 
owned by German capital. This was the 
same reason given for the recent capture 
of the Argentine coasting passenger 
steamer President Mitre, taken on the 
high sea off Cape San Antonio.

French and British Make a 
Breach in Defenses Near 
Boesinghe, Belgium. 


BRISK CANNONADE IN ARTOIS 


Artillery Exchanges Between the | 
Somme and Oise—Allied Avi- 
ators Chase Germans. 


LONDON, Dec. 1.—French and British 
artillery, acting in co-operation, has 
done important damage to German 
works in Belgium, having effected a 
breach of nearly 100 feet in a redoubt 
near Boesinghe. Spirited cannonading 
has also occurred in Artois. 

Following is tne official communica- 
tion issued by the French War Office 
tonight: ; 

Intense artillery activity “is in evi- 
dence ai divers points along the front. 
In Belgium, to the east of Boesinghe, 
our artillery, co-operating with the 
British artillery, has done important 
damage to the enemy's defensive or- 
ganizations. <A breach of 30 meters 
(nearly 100 feet) has been opened in 
one German redoubt. 

In Artois a somewhat spirited can- 
nonade has occurred to the north of 
the Bois-en-Hache, on. the sunken 
road from Angres and the road from 
Béthune. Between the Somme .and 
the Oise there was a violent bombard- 
ment of our positions at Daucourt, 





Marquivillers, and Cessier, in the re- 
gion of Roye, to which our batteries 
successfully replied. 

On the road betweén Chaulnes and 
Roye an armored train was assailed 
by a storm of fire from our artillery 
and was obliged to turn back. The 
shelling of an enemy convoy in the 
region of Roye appeared to be ef- 
fective. , 

To the northeast of Soissons, on the 
road from Bussy to Vregny, our bat- 
teries dispersed a column of infantry.

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EXPORTERS OPPOSE 
STORAGE TIME CUT 


Decide to Appeal to Interstate 
Commerce Commission to De- 
lay Change in Freight Rule. 


CALL CONDITION TEMPORARY 


Prominent Shippers Think Conges- 
tion Likely to Last No 
Longer Than Jan. 1. 


At a meeting of thirty or more rep- 
resentatives of the largest exporters of 
the city in the rooms of the Merchants’ 
Association in the Woolworth Building 
yesterday afternoon, the intention of 
the railroads to reduce free storage 
time on export freight from thirty to 
fifteen days was unanimously con- 
dernned as unfair to shippers and as 
an inadequate measure to relieve the 
admittedly serious congestion of export 
freight at the port of New York. 

After two hours of discussion a com- 
mittes of five wag appointed to seuk a 
conference with the railroads on the 
subject, and, if deemed advisable, to 
request the Merchants’ Association to 
make formal protest to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission and ask that 
body to suspend the operation of the 
railroad regulation shortening the free 
storage time, which, unless suspended 
or withdrawn, will go into effect on 
Jan. 1.

Panama Canal Slides a Factor. 


Mr. Baker, in announcing his opposi- 
tion to the reduction of free storage time, 
asked the railroads to suspend their de- 
cision On the storage, time question on 
the ground that conditions would soon 
begin to improve. He said: 

“ With regard to the proposed reduc- 
tion in free time now allowed on export 
earload freight, we object to the reduc- 
tion of free time on export shipments 
from New York, as we believe that 
would seriously affect the extension of 
our export trade. The present conges- 
tion in New York is not entirely due to 
the shippers or exporters, but to oondi- 
tions over which neither shippers, ex- 
porters, nor steamship lines have any 
control. The probable cause of conges- 
tion ig due very largely to slides in the 
Panama Canal early in October, when 
a large amount of freight had accumu- 
lated for ship:nent to Far Eastern ports, 
pemnctpasiy Viadivstok. A large num- 

er of stcamers, en route for New York 
to take on cargos, were prevented from 
passing through the Panama Canal, and 
it: was necessary, therefore, for steam- 
ship companies to send the steamers 
around the Magellan Strait to New 
York, therepy delaying their arrival 
here two months. , 

‘‘ Another factor which contributed to 
present congestion conditions was the 

reek Government’s order requisitioning 
all Greek steamers which were in New 
York loading, or were on the way to 
New York to take cargo to the Far it 
and Burope. But for these two factors, 
according to information we have from 
the steamship companies, hundreds of 
carliod shipments would not now be ac- 
cumulated in New York. 

“We were advised that, within the 
next month, most of the delayed cargo 
that would ordinarily have been shipped 
during September and October would 
leave this port, and by early or middle 
January conditions would show such 
improvement- that there would be no 
cause for the proposed reduction cf free 
time allowance. Furthermore, the manu- 
facturers and shippers have been im- 

ressed with the necessity of withhrold- 
ng shipments and making complete ar- 
rangements with the steamship com- 
panies before shipping products from

Remedies Are Suggested. 


Many suggestions were offered by 
speakers as to what might be done in 
the way of co-operation between the 
railroads and the shippers. Mr. Hart 
suggested that shippers indicate on bills 
of lading that the freight was intended 
for reshipment and the country to which 
each carload was destined. The rail- 
roads, he said, could segregate the 
freight for tach country, and facilitate 
shiploading in that way. 

The suggestion was made that the 
railroads refuse to accept freight at any 
point for transpcrtation to New York 
unless the shipper was able to advise 
the railroads of the sailing date of the 
ship which would carry the freight 
away, but it was argued by some speak- 
ers that t was impracticable. It was 
genersily agreed, howéver, that it would 

elp if shippers would at least des'g- 
nate, when they made shipments, what 
vessels their freight was intended for. 

The committee of operating officers 
appointed by the railroads on Tuesday 
met yesterday at the offices . the 
Trunk Line Association, 143 Liberty 
Street. After the meeting C. C. McCain, 
Chairman of the association and also 
of the committee, said:

EXPORTS CONTINUE HEAVY. 


Shipments Last Week Totaled $75,- 
300,093——Trade Balance Falls Off.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—The balance! 
of trade last week was $42,362,179, which | 
was $16,000,000 below the previous! 
week’s mark. Exports rose to $75,300,- 
093, of which $57,712,835 left the port 
of New York. Imports were $32,937,974, 
of which $21,508,028 was received at 
New York. Duties collected were §$3,- 
342,014, the collections at New York be- 
ing $2,652,666. The cotton shipments 
were 605,639 bales, maki the total ex-

bales.

Sharp Advances in London Due :o

LONDON, Dec. 1.—On the Baltic ex- 
change today all records for freights in 
the Plate River section were broken. The 
rate from San Lorenzo to ports of the 
United Kingdom advanced to £5 a ton. 

The strength of the market was due 
to the shortage of tonnage, the uncer- 
teeny in regard to Greek shipping, and 
the brisk demand for vessels for ship- 
ments of grain.

Without stopping to verify these fig- 
ures, it is the fact that no implication 
of improper conduct on the part of the 
Governor General arises or should arise 
from this statement. “The period cov- 
ered, from October, 1913, to July 14, 
1914, is nine months, and the total num- 
ber of separations from the service for 
nine months under Governor General 
Harrison was, as stated by Mr. Taft, 
476. At this rate the average annual 
total would be about 600. This is just 
about the average annual rate as far 
back as our records go, namely, 1903. 
These records show that during the ten 
years from 1903 to 1918, the beginning 
of the Harrison administration, there 
was an average number of American 
separations of 646. The average num- 
ber under Governor General arrison 
has been slightly less than this. 


Hard to Retain Officta)s. 
From the beginning of the American 
Government in the Philippines one of 
the greatest difficulties has been to re- 
tain competent Americans in the serv-) 
ice and particularly at the heads of | 


important bureaus and departments. | 
As soon as they become thoroughly 
competent and demonstrate the same, 
they are sought by gutside interests 
for more lucrative pusitions. As ex 
pressed by the Director of Civil Service | 
in his report of 1906: ‘It must be 
stated with regret that there has been | 
no change in the tendency for the best | 
qualified employes to resign after from 
two to five years of service.” |

men who were wooed away from it: ; 
service by more -lucrative employment, | 
wound up by saying: ‘‘ Good men were 
evidently discouraged and apparently | 
lost hope that riggs dpe public service : 
promised a career which would justify ' 
their remaining in it.” |

- 000,000 to Fix Guilt if Plot- 
ters Were Responsible. 


LETS TEUTON EMPLOYES GO 


Detectives Hunt Antecedents of 
Wein, Explosi¢n Victim—Secret 
Service Overruhs Wilmington. 


Special to. The New York Times. 

WILMINGTON, Del., Dec. -1.—After 
twenty-four hours devoted to investiga- 
tion officiais of the du Pent de Nemours 
Powder Company. admitted tonight.that 
no:progress had been made toward find- 
ing the cause of the terrific explosion 
at their Hagley ‘yard plant, in which 
thirty lives were lost. 

‘“‘There is not a shred of evidence on 
which to hang a-supposition that the 


-/ explosion was caused. by outside influ- 


ences,”” said a high official of the com- 
pany to THE NEw YorRK TIMES. corre- 
spondent tonight. “If this explosion, 
as suggested by.some, was the work of 
outsiders, the du Pont Company. would 
not hesitate to spend $1,000,000 to fix 
the guilt.’’ i 

Fire early this morning in the Hagley 
plant of. the du Pont Company and q so- 
called “‘ flare-up’’ in the. blending mill 
at the Carney’s Point plant, across the 
Delaware, also in the.early morning 
hours, caused increased anxiety among 
the officials and excitement among the 
hundreds of workers in the two estab- 
lishments. Every effort was made by 
the company officials to keep these new 
mishaps frdm becoming public, and 
when the facts. were learned the officiats 
said that they were not to be consid- 
ered except as part of the day’s work in 
their.industry. .A report that three or 
four workmen were seriously injured at 
the Carney’s Point plant was denied. 

Shortly after the fire at~the latter 
plant: a report: reached this city. that 
the du Pont police at Penns. Grove, 
N. J., had arrested..a man. with sixty 
feet of fuse pound about his body. | 

‘“‘I have rd of no such arrésf,’” 
said Major Richard W. Sylvester, head 
of the du Pont polices, when asked about 
this. t 

The detectives who were at work on 
the Hagley Yard, explosion searched the 
débris of. the wrecked packing plant for 
any trace of wire leading into it from 
beyond the boundaries of the plant. -It 
was announced here tonight that the 
search had been fruitless and that the 
officials were inclined toward: the theory 
that Me explosion was due’to natural 
causes. One. theory in this connection 
was that the steel-shod hoof of one of 
the horses in the team of Elmer Mace, 
which was alntost in front of the pack- 
ing plant when it was blown up, may 
have struck the.spark which ignited the 
four tons of powder. in the plant. 

One of the high officials of the com- 
pany, in discussing the explosion and-the 
subseuent. mishaps, admitted tonight 
that extraordinary precautions had been 
taken to make it impossible for any spy 
of Germany or any fanatic supporter of 
the German cause to find his way into 
the plant.

AS WAR WAS BEGUN 


Canada Took Over in. a Hurry 
Two Built at Seattle 
for Chile. 


JUST BEAT UNNEUTRALITY 


Could Not Have Been Delivered One 
‘Day Later—Shipyard and Boat 
Company Got $1,150,000. 


Special to The New York.Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.— Evidence 
has reached Washington from official 
sources. in Canada that two submarines, 
built:in an Ameriéan shipyard, were sold 
to the Canadian Government simulta- 
neously with-the outbreak of war be- 
tween Great Britain and Germany and 
were delivered just 4n time to avert a 
violation of American neutrality. The 
submarines, which were built at the 
Moran Shipyards ‘in Seattle for Chile, 
weré sold on Aug. 4, 1914, and deliverea 
the following day at the British nava: 
station at Esquimault, B. C. 

It is contended by international law 
experts here that if the delivery of these 
vessels had been delayed twenty-four 
hours it would haye.constituted a viola- 
tion of American neutrality, because the 
vessels would then have been delivered 
subsequent to the outbreak of war and 
after. the issuance of President Wilson’s 
proclamation of neutrality as between 
Great: Britain and Germany. The price 
paid for the two submarines was $1,150,- 
000, part of which went to the Moran 
Shipbuilding Company and the balance 
to the Electric Boat Company. 

How close was the margin between 
neutrality and unneutrality in the de- 
livery.of these vessels may be gauged 
by. comparison of the delivery date, Aug. 
5, 1914, when the submarines were sent 
to Esquimault, and the events which 
were occurring in the relations between 
Germany and England, It was on Aug. 
4 that the King of the Belgians tele- 
graphed to’ King *George’ announcing 
that Germany had demanded passage 
for her troops through Belgian terri-, 
tory and appealing to Epgiand for help. 


On the same day, Aug**4, England sent 
an ultimatum to Germany asking for 
an assurance, before midnight, that 
Germany would respect Belgian neutral- 
ity. This demand was taken at Berlin 
as equivalent to a declaration of war 
by England against Germany. 


MeBride’s Messige to Borden. 


Evidence of the sale of the submarine 
reaching Washington shows that Sir 
Richard McBride, Premier of British 
Columbia, sent the following message in 
cipher to the Canadian Prime Minister: 

From Victoria, B. C., Aug. 4, 1914. 

Hon. Sir Robert Borden, Prime Minister, 

Ottawa: 

After consultation with Burrell and naval 
‘officers, have advanced tonight $1,150,000 
to Lieutenant Pilcher, senior naval officer 
in command, for purchase of two modern 
submarines, lying at Seattle Harbor and 
built for Chile. All arrangements complete 
for their arrival at Esquimault tomorrow 
morning unless untoward incident occurs, 
Congratulate Canada, if this operation suc- 
cessful, on acquisition of such useful ade- 
junct defense of country.

One of the submarines was launched 
on June 8, 1913, and-the other on Dec, 
81, 1913, and both were ready for de- 





livery on Aug. 5, 1914. Each of the 
submarines displaced 313:tons .on the! 
surface, or 421 tons submerged, and had |! 
a surface speed of 13 knots. One of the | 
submarines measured 144 feet in length 
and had five torpedo tubes; the other 
measured 151 feet in length and had 
three torpedo tubes. 

President Wilson’s proglamation of 
neutrality, based on the existence of a 
state of war between Germany and 
England, was issued the afternoon of 
Aug. 5, 1914, but by that the sub- 
marines had reached Esquimault. Since 


that ~date the Administration has re- 
fused. to. permit any: submarines to be 
shi out..of: the country, .either~in 
whole or in past: for use by: any bellig- 
erent, and has received assurances of 
various. builders of, submarines that 
such ‘vessels would not be built.in this 
country. for, belligerents for delivery 
during.the present, war. - : 


The Payment by Canada. 


After the Provincial Government of 
British Columbia had arranged for the 


‘| payment of ‘the’ purchase price of these 


submarines, the’ Dominion Government 
paid $1,150,000 into the Canadian Bank 
of Commerce, ‘which, on Aug. 6, 1914, 
issued three drafts in favor of J. B. 
Patterson, manager of the ship yard at 
Seattle, in payment for the submarines, 
and these drafts were’ paid for with 
checks of the British Columbia Govern- 
ment for $1,150,000. 

One of the drafts was’ for ‘$249,261. It 
was payable to. Patterson. he {ndorse- 
ments on the other two drafts, one for 
$200,000 and another for $399,437, were: 
“Pay to .the Electric Boat Company, 
A. R. Grant, Vice President,” and “Pay 
to the order of. the Hanover. National 
Bank, New. York, Electric. Boat Com- 
pany—Foreign.” The drafts showed that

New York..City 
last. month, according to figures issued

S. Cornell is Secretary. The fatalities, 
due in most instances to the reckless- 
ness of drivers, were greater by five 
than those of the preceding month. Of 
these killed fifteen were children. 

Six persons, of whom five were chil-

City, twenty-six 
automobiles on -the~ streets and. high- 
ways last month.

“Advertisers in. the Hotel Astor. 
Edward N. Hurley,-Vice Chairman of 
the Federal Trade Commission, outlined 
vertisers the real, purposes, of 
the. Tradé Commission. 
‘Government and business,” he said, 
“should -be mutually helpful.’’ He 
added that the Government ‘had. been 
gradually creating machinery to help 
different classes and groups of. busi- 
ness activities by organizing the Inter- 
state -Commerce Commission for the 
railroads, the Department of  Agricul- 
ture. for the farmers and those allied 
with them, and the Federal. Reserve 
Board for the bankers. 
“To do. for general -business that 
which these other agencies do . for 
groups,” Mr: Hurley went on, ‘‘ was the 
thought .behind the creation of the Trade 
Commission. The Federal Trade Com- 
mission is desirous of being helpful to 
business to the extent of the powers 
granted by.Congress. In the different 
problems. submitted to us we find that 
business men are anxious to present the 
facts in the hope’ that they can bea 
shown the right road to expand and de; 
velop: their industries within the law.’ 
To show, the need of aiding ‘business, 
Mr. Hufley said that, in trade and in- 
dustry, there were 250,000 business cor- 
porations in the country; that more 
than 100,00? of these had no ‘net ‘in- 
come whatever; that 90,000 made less 
than $5,000 a year; and that only 60,000 
made $5,000 a year and -mofe. 
Importance of Foreign Trade. 
The speaker then went on to point 
aut concrete steps that should be taken 
by. the business men themselves and by 
the Trade Commission to better this 
condition., He said business men were 
already advancing themselves through 
associations. of manufacturers, of job- 
_.bers; of merchants, and of advertisers, 
and he said that these associations, ‘‘ if 
conducted in a spirit of mutual helpful- 
ness, with the machinery of Govern- 


ment standing by, subject to call,” 
would remove many of the handicaps of 
business. ; 

Mr. Hurley also su 
attention be given i 3 usiness men to 
the development of foreign trade. He 
cautioned his hearers against assum- 
ing that they could get foreign business 
after the war without effort, and ad- 
vised them to adopt ‘“ Business pre- 
paredness "’ as their watchword.

.STREET ACCIDENTS. 

The. efforts of the Police Depart- 
ment to prevent death or injury from 
accidents in the streets of this city 
seem to be systematic and vigorous. 
The department can scarcely decrease 
the dangers of the thoroughfares. 
They ‘grow with traffic. If ‘the 
founders .of this Borough of Man- 
hattan had had the foresight to bufid 
their ,north and. south avenues .200 
feet apart. and their cross streets six 
or seven hundred, they would have. de- 
séryed more. of the. gratitude of the 
present generation. As it is, the most 
the police: can do is to bring reckless 
drivers to punishment and: guard the 
more dangerous places. Commissioner 
Woops thinks his department should 
have power to issue and revoke 
drivers’ licenses. That might serve 
to. correct the tendency of many 
chauffeurs and. drivers of teams to 
mistake the ‘Spirit of the © traffic 
‘policemen. It would certainly ‘make 
them more careful 

The danger which besets children 
who: play in the streets. obviously 
worries the police a great deal. Many 
children have no other playgrounds. 
The practice of arresting small boys 
who have recklessly defied the perils 
of crowded thoroughfares has’ been 
abandoned. . It frightened and shamed | 
the child and angered his parents and 
guardians. The names of reckless 
children are now noted by policemen 
and the Captain of the precinct warns 
the parents of the danger they incur. 
Moreover, the department is taking 
upon itself a sort of éducational cam- 
paign among drivers and chauffeurs. 
This means a great deal of extra 
police work, mostly. unappreciated. 
‘The citizens themselves must take 
this matter in hand some day. There 
would ‘be few street accidents if 
everybody observed caution and went 
about with his eyes wide open.

The average annual 
surplus of the German State-owned railroads 
has in recent years been above $250,000,000, 
while the average annual surplus of the Ger- 
man.

“It may, therefore, be said that 
the-German Government has in’ these.-two

“But the most encouraging feature of the de- 
tailed reports on the loans (they have. re- 
cently been printed in toto by the German 
University League in this city) appears to 
be the one showing the excellent distribution 
of the various loans. The foresight: of the 
German Government, enabling it to put out 
the successive loans in.a uniform manner, 
quite in contrast to the haphazard financing 
so far done by the Entente powers, and also 
at increasingly favorable terms—comparison 
with the increasingly unfavorable terms of 
the Entente loans is quite startling—this 
‘foresight is matched only by: the evidence of 
thrift.on the. part of the German people as 
shown in the distribution of the loans. The 
first loan had nearly 1,200,000 subscribers, 
the ‘second nearly 2,700,000, the third over 
3,500,000, giving to each’ subscriber of’ the 
various loans an approximate average of 
$900, $800, and $800, respectively. 

Of the three loans about 16 per cent.,. 20 
per cent., and 20 per cent., respectively, have 
been taken’ in amounts from $50 to $500, 
while about 42 Per cent., 46 per cent., and 
42. per cent., respectively, have been sub- 
scribed for in ‘amounts ‘from $525. to $12,500. 
As. about 22 per cent.,.20 per ‘cent.,/and 23 
per cent., respectively, were taken ‘in amounts 
ranging from $12,525 to. $125,000, only about 
20 per cent., 14 per cent., and 16 per cent., 
respectively; were. subscribed for in amounts 
larger than $125,000. From the-point of view 
of the ‘financial expert, or the bond dealer, 
or the banker, or the German. Secretary of 
Finance, these percentages indicate an almost 
ideal distribution, a “‘ placing '’ of the loans 
which promises an excellent market for these 
bonds. As a matter of -fact, the three Ger- 
man war loans have consistently been dealt 
in at or above the issue prices. 

Should not the careful plan and the solid 
structure of Germany’s financing command 
the approval of every thoughtful student of 
the political economy of war? May we. not 
justly conclude from: the above figures that. 
the German people and their Government: 
have shown to: an uncommon degree both 
thrift and foresight?

Scraps of Paper That Have Made

To the Editor of Tha New York Times: 

It {s rather unfortunate that ‘Veteran

He trots out the legend 
about Kirkpatrick, and the ‘‘ Princess,’’. and 
its connection with the treaty by which the 
Nizam acknowledged Great Britain's suzer- 
ainty over Hyderabad.’ To this day ‘there ts 
no such treaty. There is, however, a * scrap, 
of paper > which starts with the preamble 
that it is.a treaty between two allies, to wit, 
Great Britain, represented by the East India 
Company, and the Nizam, the sovereign ruler 
of Hyderabad. 

When Sir Salar Jung, the famous Prime 
Minister of Hyderabad. who gave invaluable 
help to Great Britain at the time of the 
mutiny, referred to the ‘‘ treaty of alliance 
and remonstrated .against Great Britain's 
claiming. suzerainty, he was deported by 
force. When the Nizam—the grandfather of 
the man who is said to have been deposed— 
protested again, and referred to his services 
as an ‘‘ally,’’ Lord Dathousie, the Viceroy, 
wrote to the Resident: “If that fellow refers 
to the treaty again, give him a knockout. blow 
that he will not forget as long as he lives,’’ 

It is curious: that an attempt was made to 
depose the father of the young Nizam in 
1903, which was, however, foiled, the attempt 
being made by the British authorities. -How- 
ever, he had to give a slice of his territory 
to Britain as an offset’ to the unsuccessful 
attempt. 

‘I agree With the “‘ Veteran Diplomat *’ that; 
if there was any deposition of.the Nizam at 
all, the British must have done it.’ There is 
no instance, pace the. writer, of the Ministers 
of a native State having the power even to 
recommend the déposition of a ruler. 

The writer is evidently very fond of 
clubs in India; the, Indian’ (as a class) does 
not care for them. The patriotic Indian feels 
the very presence of the British in India, as 
overlords, a -humiliation and insult. ‘Those 
who' have a scintilla of moral sense would 
appreciate the desire of the Indian for inde- 
pendence. ¢

THE SUFFRAGISTS’ LEVER. 


Women of Twelve States Will Help 
Sway the Federal Amendment. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

May I correct a’ misconception upon. which 
the suffrage editorials in THe Times are 
in part based?. The '* nationalist ~ suf- 
fragists’’ are not a minority. Every sut- 
fragist, on the contrary, is. back of ‘the 
national amendment, for ¢ither directly or 
indirectly she belongs to one of the two 
national suffrage societies, both of which 
fayor ‘the suffrage améndment. — 

Nor. is this ‘amendment a: new idea, It hes 
been before Congress for years; but the éarly 
pioneers could not push it’ Vigorously because 
Ahey- had no voting strength vehind: their ‘de- 
mand. 

But now times have changed, sid were the 
sturdy pioneers here they would be’ the: first 
to see that, with twelve States in which*s 
large body of voting women are ready to act 
as levers in bringing pressure on Congress, 
an entirely. new opportunity has presented 
itself to the suffrage movement.- 

It is useless’ to try to blind us. to the 
meaning of this opportunity by calling {tj 
‘* unreal '*; useless to recommend to’ us the : 
frontal attack of a referendum by calling it; 
* consulting “the people.’’ Those who: have: 
done the actual work of appeal to individual 
voters prefer henceforth to deel with legts- 
lators. _A promise broken in the polling . 
booth is a secret between the voter and his 
God, but.a promise broken in a Legislature 
becomes a matter of common knowledge. 

The Congressional crusade is not impetu- 
ous, but guided by political common. sense 
and based: on  hard-headed conclusions 
reached by a convention which met in San 
Francisco in September. Five hundred dele- 
gates, representing all sorts and ° conditions 
of women voters, met there and resolved’ to 
place the enfranchisement of -women above 
all other,political considerations. 

Disfranchised: men heave had their Giad- 
stones and their Lincolns, with parties of 
progress, to fight their battles. Why should, 
not the women of the Hast find champions 
among the politically powerful women of the 
West? They know that the Democratic Party 
in 1916 will face a united Republican Party. 
Every electoral vote will” be precious. The 
women voters, merely part of them, can 
swing eighty-one electoral votes from one 
party column to the other. Had Mr. 
O’Laughlin considered that fact fully when 
he. plotted out our vote in Congress? He 
deals with dead figures; the woman voter 
deals with mén.of flesh’and nena eoen with 
political aspirations. .

and owed. many. of its. unusual qualities 
to him. It wag such a one as was to 
expected ‘from’ the demonstration he. has 
already made of his views and methods 
of conducting” ‘the Wagnerian music 
drama, There have been times when it 
seemed - as’ if conductors ‘were bent. on 
reversing Wagner's. dictum about music; 
the. means being made ‘the end and the 
drama, the end, being sacrificed to the 
musio—the music, under their treatment, 
being the’playing of the orchestra. iY 

The ‘ orchestra’ ‘in‘' Mr. -Bodanzky’s 
hands occupied -its* true -place_ in 
dramatic ensemble.’

Mme. Kurt made her ‘first appearance 
in America in ‘the part .of. Isolde last 
season, and it has, been one.of the. most 
successful impersonations she has given 
here. She is a beautiful. figure as the 
‘* Trish .maid,’’ and her acting: has: force 
and. expressiveness, even though: it does 

not efface memories’ of others ‘who have 
filled that réle. It {s admirably com- 
pense. and in action; pose, and. gésture 
t has felicitous’ details, ” theugh among 
them variety. and significance of facial 
expression is not notable. Mme. Kurt’s 
singing had dramatic power and beauty 
of tone. 

Mr. Urlus: seemed in better voice as 
Tristan than he sometimes has n;

Gouldinge’s accuser is in documentary 
form, but he also gave some oral etes- 
timony.

DRAFT NEW SHIPPING BILL. 


$50,000,000 to Buy Ships and Board 
to Control Commerce. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 1:—The creation 
of a Federal board with jurisdiction over 
deep-water traffic, similar to that exer- 
cised* over railroads by the Interstate 
Comtmerce Commission, and an appro- 
priation by Congress of $50,000,000 for 
the construction of merchant ships de- 
signed for use as naval auxiliaries are 
proposed in.a new shipping bill drafted 
after conferences between Secrelaries 
McAdoo and Redfield and submitted to- 
day to Representative Alexander, Chair- 
man of the House Merchant’ Marine 
Committee. 

From this draft will be developed the 
shipping measure tu 
take the place of the one which failed 
of passage at the last session of Con- 
gress after a long and bitter fight. Tue

The explanation 
does not always go, however, as the fol- 
lowing instance shows. A man who was 
told that he had acid in his system and 
that his blue serge coat faded for this 
reason. took a sample of the cloth, put 
it in a glass of water and with the 
makeshift ink that resulted wrote a let- 
tel complaining to the manufacturer.

Colored kid is getting very scarce, and 
early orders are necessary to insure re- 
tailers getting their desired supplies of 
these shoes for the Easter trade.

To Check Trade Abuses. 

There is a growing feeling in the dress 
goods: trade that the time is ripe for 
some changes in the line of eliminatin 
such trade abuses as cancellations an 
return of goods. The leading company 
is understood to have adopted measures 
by which buyers who go back on their 
orders are to be refused further con- 
sideration. This means that if a house 
cancels an order on anything but very 
reasonable grounds, their business will 
be refused in the future. Experience 
will determine just what excuses are 
to be sovap tes. A justifiable case would 
be something like the following: <A coat 
and suit firm ordered 100 pieces of 
goods, which the company revised to 80. 
A Cancellation then came in for “40 of 
the pieces order. This cancellation 
was accents , because of the revision 
by the seller in the first place. If thts 
revision had not been made, it is said 
the buyer would have been compelled 
to receive the total amount ordered. 


Skating Costumes Sell Well. 

Now that @he vogue for skating is 
pretty well assured, for this Winter at 
least, retailers are turning their atten- 
na to the buying of garments suitable 
{or wear while enjoying this sport. 

hile most of the earlier business on 
these goods was said to be done by 
buyers from the larger Eastern cities, 
indications are now that buyers further 
West and in the smaller cities are pre- 
paring for the expected demand.

7,633 NATIONAL BANKS, 


They Have an Outstanding Circula- 
tion of $720;633,061. -

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—The total 
number of national banks in this cotn-. 
try at the close of business yesterday 
was 7,633, with an authorized capital of 
$1,077,601,375 and circulation outstand- 
ing secured by Government bonds of 
$720,683,061, Circulation to the amount 
of $55,677,100, covered by lawful money 
‘deposited with the Treasurer of the 
United States on account of liquidating’ 
and insolvent national banks and asso~ 
ciations'‘ which had reduced their circu- 
lation, is aiso. outstanding, making the 
total ‘amount of national bank circula-}, 
tion outstanding $776,365, 

During November ten ‘formal applica- 
tions tor conversion of State banks or 
reorganization of State or private banks 
were filed and eleven sormal pplica- 
tions to organize national y indi- 
viduals not connected with existing State 
or private banks. During the month 
ten app plications were approved, ,five of 
these being for conversion of State banks 
oe. Fecraantsation of: State or private 


During November ten banks, with total 
capital of $405,000, were authorized to 
begin business, of which number eight 
with capital of $205,000, had individual 
capital: of less than $50,000, and two 
with capital of §200,000, had individual 
capital of $50,000 or over. 


GLASS MEN DOING WELL. 


Large Exports of Bottles 
Made at High Prices. 


Export business and credits were the 
chief subjects of discussion yesterday 
at a special meeting of the Glass Manu- 
facturers' Association, held at the Ho- 
tel Astor. About twenty-five bottle 
firms were represented, the majority 
beirg from the Fastern section of the 
country, with a sprinkling from the 
Middle West. 

The European war has brought about 
an abnormal demand for American bot- 
tles of all kinds in Europe, South 
+America, and elsewhere. An officer of 
the association said yesterday that the 
heaviest export trade at the present 
time with any single country was with 
England. 

‘““The business being done with Eng- 
land,” gaid he, ‘‘is at prices just dou- 
ble what domestic manufacturers were 
getting for the goods before the war, 
While the English declare they will'not 
again buy the German products, we are 
not placing too much reliance on the 
feeling now existing over there against 
the Germans. Considerable business is 
being done in South American countries, 
which also are shut off from their nor- 
mal sources of supply_in rmany.’ 

George W. Yost, President of the). 
First National Bank of Bellaire, Ohio, 
and head of the Bellaire Bottle Com- 
pany, who attended the meeting, said 
that it seemed to be the sentiment of 
the members of the association that 
those engaged in the export trade with 
South America should be willing to meet 
customers in that section of the world 
in a reasonable manner in the matter 
of credits. ‘It geemed to be the sense 
of many present,” caid Mr. Yost, ‘* that 
if business is to be done successfully 
in South America manufacturers here 
must be prepared to extend longer 
credit than is usual in transactions 
among business men in this country.” 

Speaking as President of the First 
National Bank of Bellaire, he said that 
conditions were excellent in his terri- 
tory, and all industries pushed to ca- 
pacity. He said that at the close of 
the conflict abroad it was hoped in his 
section that during the readjustment of 
industries to peace production, ‘foreign 
orders for material to repair the dam- 
age resulting from the war will offset 
the sudden slackening of war orders. 


CARPET AND RUG PRICES. 


Advances Made Which Are to Go 
Into Effect Next Week. 


New carpet and rug price lists have 
been sent to the trade by W. & J. Sloane, 
wholesale department, of this city, which 
include many advances over the figures 
contained in the lists of Oct. 26. The 
new prices, all of which. are subject to 
withdrawal without notice, will become 
effective on Monday. 

On the rugs made by McCleary, Wallin 
& Crouse of Amsterdam, N. Y., for 
which the Sloane wholesale department 
is selling agent, the advances range all 
the way from 5 cents on small seamless 
velvet and Axminster goods to $1.60 on 
12 by 15 Axminster stock. All of the 
carpets made by this firm have been 
moved up 2% cents a yard. 

The lines of the Shuttleworth Brothers 
Company of Amsterdam show increases 
fron 5 cents on 22%-inch by 36-inch 
Brussels rugs to 350 cents on the same 
class of goods in the 11.3 by 15 size, 
‘as well as advances of 10 cents to $3.10 
on the Wilton rugs. The Shuttleworth 
Kio ia were also advanced 2% cents a 
yar 

The advances on tapestry rugs made 
by C. H. Masland & Sons, Philadelphia, 
range from 2 cents on the 27-inch by 
54-inch size to 40 cents on the 11.3 by 
12 size, while the increases on velvet 
rugs made by the same firm run from 
2 cents on small ones to 80 cents on the 
11.8 by 12 size. ‘Prices on rege car- 
pets show advances of 1, 1%, 2, and 2% 
cents a yard, according to quality. 

All orders at the new prices will be 
accepted subject to the manufacturers’ 
ability to fill prior to April 30, 1916, and 
subject to strikes and fires, 


EXPORTS TO SWITZERLAND. 


Shown to be Twenty Times Greater 
Than Reported Officially., 


An examination of the import fig- 
ures of Switzerland by the Foreign 
Trade Department of the National 
City Bank shows that American 
goods have in recent years flowed 
into that inland country on a scale 
about twenty times greater than our 
export records have displayed. In 
the fiscal year of 1913 Switzerland 
received wheat, flour, machinery, cot- 
ton, and other raw material to a total 
of $22,000,000 trom the United States, 
whereas the customs records of our 
~ artment of Commerce showed a 

ement of goods to Switzerland 
valued at less than $1,000,000. The 
explanation Hes in the fact that ship- 
ments from this side to the Swiss 
have to be directed first to the port 
of an adjacent countr and then 
transship to Switzerland, the peccens 
usually: making the consignments fi 
as experts to. the country of originat 
destination. 

In the last fiscal year our export 
figures show that about $2,760.000 
worth of goods went to Switzerland. 
This indicates that the actual im- 
pers by. the Swiss from the United 
tates were much heavier than in 
each of the two preceding years, al- 
though the records of Switzerland 
have not yet become available for the 
year 1915.

Examination " |ndicated Beatrice 

‘Weitzman’s Dowry Was Spent 
Before Wedding. 


Records. in the bankruptcy court sug- 
gest .new, possibilities in the death - of © 


the six persons whose bodies -weré. found * — 


last: Wednesday night in the farmhouse 
-of Samuel Weitzman.near New Bruns- 
wick, N. J. ‘They. show that the Weitz- © 
man family had been in. grave Finan 
cial difficulties, and that David Kigner, ' 
the son-in-law of the farmer, who was: 
one of those found dead, .had probably 
brought it upon them. 

Kigner, with his brother, Rubin, was:a 
partner in the firm.of D. Kigner & 
Bros., manufacturing. furriers, at 12 
East Thirty-second Street. He became 
engaged to Beatrice Weitzman in. April, 
1914, and her father gaye. her a dowry 
of - $2,000... This’ seems to have “been 
handed--.to Kigner at.-once, although 
the. wedding did. not take place. ‘for 
eighteen months, and he put it into the 
‘firm. That went bankrupt on July 31, 
‘with liabilities of $8,038, and assets, 
which realized on sale only $249, and in 
the ‘schedules Samuel Weitzman ‘was 
listed as a creditor for another $300. 


From the testimony in the bankruptcy 
‘proceedings it anpesres that thé actual 
sum borrowed Kigner from his 

prospective father-in-law was $400, and 
that .his two sons, Nathan and Max 
Weitzman, were also induced to give 
some of their ready cash, but Weitzman, 
Sr., —pressed for his* money back, and 
so Kigner hypothecated some accounts 
of the firm and raised $100, which he 
gave to the farmer. 

Beatrice Kigner, one of those slain, 
was examined. before Special Commis- 
sioner’. William Tallman in the bank- 
ruptcy proceedings, and this is how her 
evidence stands on the record: 

‘We are living with my father be- 
cause my-husband has not been able to 
do very much.. He never told me that 
he had trouble in his business before 
the bankruptcy. When I needed. money 
for our wedding expenses I asked him 
and he said he did not have it. Soon 
after our marriage he gave me some 
money, as I had to pay $100 to a man 
named J. Israelson at Davis Mills, two 
or three miles from our place.’’ 

“«<" Kigner was asked who this man 

and she replied: 

We bust a friend of mine. I had been 
in- need of money before and had gone 
to him and borrowed $100. I also gave 
my husband $5 or $10 from time to time 
for expenses.’’ 

Archibald Palmer of 320 Broadway 
carried on the examination of the Kig- 
ners for the creditors, and among other 
ning? asked Kigner if he had not falsi- 

the accounts. No definite conclu- 
Gon in the matter was reached, and the 
gg ote has. not -yet been .closed. 

Mr. Palmer telephoned yesterday be the 
prosecutor at New Brunswick and ‘of- 
fered to render him any services in his 
power. 

Another curious thing about the case 
that came out yesterday was that the 
Weitzman farm at one time belonged 
to the Kigners. Nathan Kigner, the 
father of David, was a silent partner in 
the furrier concern. Some years ago 
the firm was in trouble, and when 
Nathan ‘Kigner came to the_ rescue 
David Kigner turned the farm, which he 
then owned, over to his father. Then 
when Nathan Kigner was. pressed for 
cash he sold it to Weitzman, who up 
to that time had had a stationery store 
in this city. 

Only six. months before the furrier 
firm failed it was reckoned by the credit 
agencies as having an excess of assets 
over liabilities of about $6,000, so that it 
seems to have lost $15,000 in six months. 
What connection all these financial 
transactions and troubles had with the 
tragedy has not yet been made out.
